Kennedy to Limit Lists to 
Families of Officials or Those 
Domiciled in England. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, April 9.—Joseph 


P. Kennedy, United States Ambas- 
sador to Great Britain, closed the 


doors of the Court of St. James to- 
day to American women who are 
merely visiting in London. 

He wrote Senator Henry Cabot 
Lodge (Rep.), Massachusetts, that 
he considered “undemocratic” the 
practice of American Ambassadors 
in selecting every year a “small num- 
ber of young ladies from a long list, 
very few, if any, of whom he has 
ever seen.” 

Accordingly, Kennedy said he 
had concluded to confine presenta- 
tions to the families of American 
officials in England and to mem- 
bers of American families who are 
domiciled in England. 

Lodge had written Kennedy con- 
cerning the presentation applica- 
tion of a young woman from Mas- 
sachusetts. Kennedy said he re- 
gretted he could not meet the re- 
quest. 

Lodge made public a letter to 
Kennedy indorsing the Ambassa- 
dor’s stand. 

“T think this is a good decision 
and that you have adopted a truly 
democratic policy,” the Senator 
said. 6 

Kennedy told Lodge the British 
court was ready as always to re- 
ceive as many American ladies as 
in the past. He said the Embassy 
for many years had presented be- 
tween 20 and 80 annually” The 
average, he added, had been “twice 
as great as the number of ladies 
presented by all the other diplo- 
matic missions together.” 

Every year,. Kennedy said, the 
Ambassador is faced with the dis- 
tasteful” job of selection. 


GALE-SCARRED U. 8. WAR FLEET 
STEAMS INTO HAWAII HARBOR 


First Phase of Maneuvers Shows 
Up Certain Soft Spots in 
Pacific Defenses. 

HONOLULU, April 9% — After 
weathering a gale which smashed 
motorboats, carried away lifeboats 
‘and twisted steel deck fittings, war- 
ships of the United States fleet en- 
tered Pearl Harbor yesterday, end- 
ing the first seven phases of their 
annual maneuvers. 

Admiral Claude C. Bloch, com- 
mander-in- chief, said 57-knot winds 
kept the quarterdeck of the battle 
ship Pennsylvania awash with seas 
for three days in an area several 
hundred miles northwest of Hono- 
lulu. The storm preceded a simu- 
lated attack on Oahu Island. 

Bloch said the attack disclosed 
certain unspecified deficiencies in 
Hawaiian defenses, but the problem 
had shown the Hawaiian area was 
well organized and may be de- 
pended on to make the most effi- 
cient use of the personnel and 
equipment available.

VIENNA, April 9. — Reichsfuehr- 
er Adolf Hitler tonight declared his 
sudden annexation of Austria was 
“the will of God” and pleaded for 
50,000,000 voters to indorse the cre- 
ation of Greater Germany in tomor- 
row's plebiscite. 

. Addressing 30,000 cheering fol- 
lowers in the northwest railway 
station in the final appeal of the 
plebiscite campaign, the Austrian- 
born Hitler said: 

“I believe it was the will of God 
to send this little boy to Germany 
to make him Fuehrer of the Reich 
and to bring Austria back to Ger- 
many.” 

He warned his enemies never to 
attempt to seize power here because 
75,000,000 Germans would rise 
against them. 

“Now I am in power and I shall 

not give it up,” he said. “My name 
wil] stand out forever as the son 
of this great country.” 
* Pleading for a favorable vote to- 
morrow, he said: “Just as you don’t 
have to be ashamed of me, I don’t 
want to be ashamed of you.” 

Millions of Germans throughout 
Greater Germany and elsewhere 
listened to a broadcast of the 
speech. 

Today's Plebiscite. | 

Tomorrow they will vote on Aus- 
trian-German union,.effected after 
German troops marched into Aus- 
tria March 12, and the new Reichs- 
tag of the greater Germany. 

The polls will be open from 8 
a. m. to 5 p. m. (1 a. m. to 10 a. m. 
St. Louis time). 

For once the famous “Hitler 
weather” failed. There was alter- 
nating hail, snow and rain during 
the afternoon, 

Nothing in the 1900 years of Aus- 
trid’s recorded history equals the 
demonstrations with which the Na- 
zis made their last bid for favor 
in the plebiscite. 

Golden eagles on pylons 120 feet 
high were placed at intervals along 
Vienna's main avenue. Miles of 
flags fluttered, Every store, even 
in the Jewish districts, every bus 
and street car, truck and automo- 
bile displayed Adolf Hitler’s pic- 
ture, red, white and black Nazi 
banners and slogans. 

Crowds Cheer Hitler. 

Crowds filled the streets from 
daybreak, long before the Fuehrer 
arrived by special train at 11 a. m., 
reviewed his honor guard and rode 
through shouting crowds to receive 
formal welcome at the City Hall. 

Propaganda Minister Paul Joseph 
Goebbels proclaimed today The 
day of the greater German Reich.” 
He ordered a two-minute silence 
in memory of Nazi dead. During 
it no vehicle or person moved. 


‘Similarly in Berlin, marching, 
singing and blaring bands spread 
the festivity at noon at the com- 
mand, “Raise flags,” broadcast 
from the Vienna City Hall. 

Throughout the world, Germans 
in foreign countries have been 
boarding German ships for the last 
week to cast their ballots. 

Among the 50,000,000, from whom 
the Nazis expect an overwhelming 
indorsement of Austrian-German 
union, are tens of thousands who 
have streamed into Greater Ger- 
many from nearby foreign coun- 
tries. 

Bedridden to Vote. 

Even the lame, the halt and the 
blind will vote. The German Red 
Cross and municipal hospitals in all 
cities will provide ambulances for 
the bedridden, 

Berlin’s receiving hospital alone 
contributed 25 ambulances. Each 
locality has a minimum of 15 order- 
lies and 15 nurses assigned to as- 
sist ailing and maimed voters. 


Automobiles of the Nazi Motor 
Corps will transport the blind, aged 
and others who need help. . 

Able-bodied voters have been 
urged to vote before 1 p. m. to- 
morrow so as to keep the afternoon 
clear for those the ambulances will 
take to the polls. 

Jews cannot vote because they 
are not considered citizens. 

All voters must be checked 
against the registration lists which 
are estimated to contain 50,000,000 
names in Greater Germany out of 
a population of 75,000,000. Hitler 
has said: “When I cast my ballot 
I will have behind me an army of 
50,000,000—the greatest im the 
world.” 

What the Ballot Provides. 

Each voter, after proving that he 
is registered, will receive a ballot 
on which is printed simply: 

“Do you approve of the reunion 
of Austria with the German Reich 
March 15, and do you vote for the 
list (of a new, Greater German 
Reichstag) of our Fuehrer. Adolf 
Hitler?”

In Letter He Commends 


Fight for Reorganization

DEFEAT SLOWS 
UP HIS PLANS 


Administration Leaders Ap- 
parently Hopeless of Re- 
gaining Control of This 


Congress. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, April 9. — An 


upsurge of opposition appeared to- 
night to have forced Roosevelt Ad- 
ministration leaders to abandon 
hope of regaining control of the 
Seventy-fifth Congress. Instead, 
they looked for a fairly quick ad- 
journment, to be followed by a na- 
tion-wide struggle between the Pres- 
ident and his critics in the 1938 
political campaigns. It was consid- 


ered certain that the President 
would carry the fight for his poli- 
cies tos the voters, perhaps in a 
stumping tour. 

Mr. Roosevelt's first official re- 
action to the blow the House dealt 
his program by defeat of the re- 
organization bill last night was a 
letter declaring there should be no 
“personal recrimination” over the 
bitter fight. 


Roosevelt’s Letter. 


He sent the following letter to 
Majority Leader Sam Rayburn 
(Dem.), Texas, one of the leaders 
of the unsuccessful struggle to put 
the reorganization bill through: 

‘Dear Sam’: Thanks for the -fine 
fight. Will you also thank’ the 
Speaker and the others. The re- 
organization bill is intended to sim- 
plify and improve the public serv- 
ice. With this single objective in 
view, I have given it my earnest 
approval. 

“The question presented is solely 
one of policy. Therefore, the legis- 
lative developments of yesterday of- 
fer no occasion for personal recrim- 
ination and there should be none.“ 


Interpreting the Note. 


It was thought by some observ- 
ers that the last paragraph was an 
effort to avert any widening of the 
breach in the Democratic party. It 
was recalled that in the vote of 204 
to 196, by which the House sent the 
reorganization bill back to commit- 
tee, many ordinarily faithful New 
Dealers joined the opposition. 

Mr. Roosevelt spoke of the reor- 
ganization bill in the present tense, 
indicating perhaps an intention to 
try to revive it at a later | date, 
There was no sign in Congress, 
however, of any move to bring the 
bill back for debate this year. 

Moreover, there was a widespread 
opinion that chances of 1938 action 
on the wage-hour bill, a key item 
on the Roosevelt program, had vir- 
tually vanished. Chairman Rame- 
peck (Dem.), Georgia, of the House 
Labor Subcommittee, which revised 
the wage-hour bill after it was re- 
committed by the House last De- 
cember, said the defeat of the re- 
organization bill would militate 
against the wage-hour bill at this 
session.“ 

Ramspeck added that the House 
definitely indicated it did not want 
to consider controversial matters 
on the eve of campaigns for re- 
election. However, he said the re- 
organization and wage-hour issues 
were not parallel, and that there 
was much organized support for 
the latter measure. 


Slows Up Roosevelt Program. 


Senator Hatch (Dem.), New Mex- 
ico, who voted for the reorganiza- 
tion bill, said the effects of its de- 
feat had been “greatly magnified” 
but added that much of the Roose- 
velt program would be slowed up. 

“The action of the House,” he 
said, “may tend to slow up steps 
toward so-called reform, but it 
will have no effect on efforts to 
promote and carry on its general 
recovery program.” | 

There was a feeling that, after 
final action on a few measures, like 
the tax revision bill next year’s re- 
lief appropriation and possibly a 
new public works program, Con- 
gress would adjourn. The Senate 
has revised the tax bill in a manner 
highly displeasing to the administra- 
tion, and Congress has yet to re- 
ceive the other two measures.

NEW. YORK, April 9.—Appar- 


ently no obstacle remains to the 
sentencing of Richard Whitney on 
Monday morning by Judge Owen 
W. Bohan of the Court of General 
Sesslons von two pleas of guilty of 
grand larceny in the first degree. 
The Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission finished with Whitney as 


a witness yesterday, and neither 
District Attorney Thomas E. Dewey 
nor State Attorney-General John J. 
Bennett Jr. is expected to ask for 
further postponement. Whitney’s 
counsel, former United States At- 
torney Charles H. Tuttle, has said: 
“We shall not ask for a single sec- 
ond’s delay.” 

It is in Judge Bohan's discretion 
to impose a penalty ranging from 
a suspended sentence to 10 years in 
prison on each of the two convic- 
tions. ; ‘ 
Dewey Ask for Punitive Sentence. 

In a statement presented to 
Judge Bohan this morning, Dewey 
recommended “a substantial and 
punitive sentence,” in vie r 
fact that Whitney, with knowl- 
edge of the consequences, embarked 
on a deliberate course of criminal 
conduct covering a period of six 
years.” . 

Gossip about the District Attor- 
ney's office is that “a substantial 
and punitive sentence“ would be 
from five to eight years. in Sing 
Sing on each charge, the terms to 
run concurrently. 

Together with Dewey’s summary 
of the case, Judge Bohan will have 
before him a psychiatrist's report 
on Whitney's mental state, which is 
expected to stress the factor of an 
“exaggerated ego,” and a biography 
of the defendant compiled by the 
Probation Bureau. 

The case is regarded as unusual 
in that Whitney is to be sentenced 
at the same time under indictments 
obtained by two rival officials, both 
of whom have been. prominently 
mentioned as candidates in the 
New York election for Governor 
next fall. They are Dewey, nation- 
ally known vice crusader, who is a 
Republican, and Bennett, a Demo- 
erat. 

The Two Charges. 

Dewey's indictment charges 
Whitney with having unlawfully 
converted to his own use securities 
belonging to the estate of his fa- 
ther-in-law, the late George R. 
Sheldon. One of the beneficiaries 
under a trust set up by his will 
was Whitney’s wife, Mrs. Gertrude 
Sheldon Whitney. Bennett’s indict- 
ment alleges that Whitney without 
authorization hypothecated securi- 
ties owned by the New York Yacht 
Club, of which he was treasurer. 

Dewey is generally adjudged a 
victor over Bennett in the race for 
honors in the Whitney case. It is 
true that the New York Stock Ex- 
change chose to place its evidence 
before Bennett instead of Dewey, 
and that the Attorney-General held 
the earliest public hearings. But 
Dewey has to his credit Whitney’s 
first indictment, arrest and con- 
viction. 


What the Gossips Say. 


On the other hand; widespread 
gossip that Whitney pleaded guilty 
“so as to take the rap” for persons 
or firms higher up is based prin- 
cipally on the fact that Dewey’s in- 
dictment was based on the weak- 
est of all the possible charges that 
might have been brought. Many 
lawyers hold that the broker could 
successfully have resisted this 
charge. Mrs. Whitney, it is agreed, 
would eagerly have testified that 
she gave her consent to his pledg- 
ing of the Sheldon securities. That

MAN WN HOUSE HTS 
~ POSSE: TWO KILLED 


Fugitive and Deputy Shot at 
Richmond, Mo. Tried. to 


RICHMOND, Mo., April 9. — A 
two-hour gun fight. between W. E. 
Lowrance, 59 years old, a gunsmith, 
and a posse of 18 armed men ended 
tonight with the barricaded: defend- 
er and.one deputy sheriff dead. 
Lowrance stood off 12 peace offi- 
cers and six civilians armed with 
shotguns, pistols, and one machine 
gun after he had fatally wounded 
Deputy Sheriff Odus Sisk, 44, and 
stepped back into the cover of his 
four-room home. 2 

Lowrance outmaneuvered for a 
time a tear-gas attack but fell fatal- 
ly wounded from a 
through a window by Night Mar- 
shal John Denton. ) 

The siege, ended only after help 
was rushed here by highway pa- 
trolmen and officers from Lexing- 
ton and Excelsior Springs, started, 
officers said, when Lowrance re- 
sisted efforts to.serve him. with a 
warrant charging that he attempted 
to beat his housekeeper. 

Blocks Rescue of Deputy. 

Police Chief Charles Armour, who 
went with Sheriff Wilbur J. Perdue 
and Sisk to serve the warrant, said 
Lowrance fired a shotgun, hitting 
the deputy in the abdomen, after a 
brief argument at the door. Armour 
said he fired through the door as 
Lowrance slammed it but he and 
the Sheriff fled from the porch un- 
der the gunsmith’s return fire. 

Neighbors summoned other offi-. 
cers, who surrounded the house, 
using automobiles as cover. The 
local officers and their first outside 
aid kept up a running fire at all 
sides of the house, but made no at- 
tempt to rush it. With doors and 
windows covered, Lowrance showed 
himself only octasionally, but fired 
with his shotgun and a pistol, 

Then tear gas arrived from Ex- 
celsior Springs and was fired into 
the house and the posse awaited 
Lowrance’s exit. He apparently lay, 
breathing fresh air, on a partially 
covered back porch. 

Finally, two groups of officers 
massed for attacks from the front 
and rear, and Lowrance appeared 
on the porch, He 
the house and into line of Mar- 
shal Denton’s vision. Denton fired. 
Lowrance fell; and died a few mo- 
ments after officers entered his 
house. 

Lowrance lived in the house with 
his housekeeper, Mrs.  Gayles 
Parks, and Ker 11-year-old daugh- 
ter.

CHIEF JUSTICE HUGHES WILL 
BE 76 YEARS OLD TOMORROW 


Apparently in Excellent Health and 
Will Spend Part of Day at 
Court Session. .

WASHINGTON, April 9.—Chief 
Justice Charles Evans Hughes of 
the United States Supreme Court, 
will be 76 years old on Monday. He 
is apparently in excellent health 
and has not missed a day because of 
illness since appointed Chief Jus-

As passed by the House, the tax 
measure imposed rates ranging 
from 16 to 20 per cent on the in- 
come of corporations ‘with more 
than $25,000 annual income, The 
Senate committee substituted a 
flat 18 per cent rate on corporation 
income, Under both House and 
Senate measures, special treatment 
is provided to reduce the tax pay- 
ments of corporations with income 
of $25,000 and less. 

The Senate also ripped out the 
House-approved capital gains tax, 
under which taxpayers would in- 
clude varying percentages. of long 
term capital gains in their ordi- 
nary income to be taxed at applica- 
ble normal and surtax rates. The 
House bill provides that the per- 
centages to be included would de- 
pend upon the length of time tax- 
payers had held assets on which 
gains were realized. The 
would have the option, however, of 
paying a flat 40 per cent on long- 
term gains. 

Under the Senate bill, a flat 15 
per cent rate would be imposed on 
long-term. capital gains, but a tax- 
payer would have the option of in- 
cluding 50 per cent of his gains in 
his ordinary income and paying 
regular income tax rates. 

Both House and Senate measures 
provide for including all short-term 
capital gains in ordinary income 
for taxation purposes. The House 
bill defines short-term gains as 
those realized within not more than 
13 months, while the Senate bill de- 
fines them as gains realized on 
assets held not more than 18 
months. 

The House bill would permit a 
carry-over of one year on capital 
losses. The Senate plan would per- 
mit such a carry-over on short-term 
losses, and would permit deduction 
of portions of lone-term losses from 
ordinarv income taxes.

PARIS, April 9.—Radical-Socialist 
Premier-designate Edouard Dala- 
dier met threats of disorder and 


increased strikes today with a 
blunt warning that a “strong gov- 
ernment” would begi.. to rule to- 
morrow. 

Socialist leaders, after a long 
talk with him, told deputies he 
planned to demand full decree pow- 
ers in the economic and financial 
field for a period of six months. 

Vincent Auriol, Socialist Minister 
of Co-ordination Services of the 
Premier's office in the fallen min- 
istry of Socialist Leon Blum, said 
Daladier planned to meet the finan- 
cial crisis with an internal loan 
and would seek more money abroad 
if necessary. 

Daladier offered the Socialists 
five portfolios in his Cabinet, 
Auriol said, but observers thought 
it likely the Socialists would re- 
ject participation in the Govern- 
ment although they might support 
it in Parliament. They planned to 
discuss their stand tonight: 

Daladier, Minister of National 
Defense and War since June, 1936, 
let it be known that he was ready 
to take the new Cabinet to the 
Elysee Palace at noon tomorrow, 
with or without Socialist support. 

To Seek Decree Powers. 

He will ask Parliament later to 
give him decree powers for six 
months. 

Many Frenchmen voiced confi- 
dence that the man who won the 
confidence of France's armed 
forces and made a dramatic come- 
batk since February, 1934, when 
riots wrecked his last Government, 
would be capable of keeping order. 

His immediate problem tomor- 
row will be to enforce the bar on 
Leftist demonstrations in Park 
and get 60,000 strikers back to 
work before ete movement 
spreads.

FRENCH TROOPS STOP 
TUNIS RIOTS; 13 KILLED 


State of Siege Declared When 
Nationalists Begin 
Disorders. 


By the Associated Press. 

TUNIS, Tunisia, April 10.—(Sun- 
day.)—Riots touched off by demon- 
strating nationalists were put down 
early today by French troops oper- 
ating under a state of seige pro- 
claimed in this capital of French- 
governed Tunisia. 

Twelve demonstrators and one 
policeman were reported killed in 
the day-long disorders. Many per- 
sons were wounded. 

Military authorities took com- 
plete charge of the city and set up 
patrols to prevent a recurrence of 
the outbreak. 

At the height of the rioting the 
Bey of Tunis, Sidi Ahmed, issued 
the proclamation placing the city 
under a state of seige in a drastic 
move to restore order. 

Rioting followed a proclamation

(Reports reaching France 
through a strict military censor- 
ship late tonight said the rioting 
started in the afternoon and con- 
tinued into the night.)

“The armistice, the treaties and 
agreements with Germany were a 
great extortion,” he told his cheer-

“It was my conviction that every 
nation must help itself, 

J ask my critics to acknowledge 
what 1 have accomplished in 19 
years.” 

“You, my former foes and critics,’ 
he said, speaking to invisible oppo- 
nents, “you muzzled me, you im- 
prisoned me, but I never capitulat- 
ed while you had the power. Now 
I have the power and do you think 
for a minute that I will capitulate 
to a handful?” 

“Kneel Before Almighty.” 

Detailing why his power was here 
to stay, Hitler listed five reasons. 
First, this country and its people 
are German. Second, Austria could 
not remain independent—German 
sections if separated are powerless 
but if united they are strong. Third, 
the Austrian people did not want to 
remain separated from Germany. 
Fourth, this is my homeland. Do 
you wonder that I wanted to incor- 
porate my homeland into the 
Reich? Fifth, I am staying here 
because I know and understand 
more than (former Chancellor Kurt 
Schuschnigg. 

“T have proved I can do more 
than the dwarfs who were running 
this country into the ground. I 
don’t know if anyone 100 years 
from now will know the names of 
these dwarfs. My name however 
will stand out forever as the son 
of this great country.” 

Germany tomorrow, he said, 
“shall approve” Austrian-German 
union, 

“I am happy that I am alive on 
this day when Germany will show 
its will, Let every German kneel 
down tomorrow in thanks before 
the Almighty.” 

Germany, he said “has no other 
dictator than common sense, I am

Disguised Chinese Battalion Slips 
Into Tsinan.

Chinese declared today they had 
made a large scale assault on 
Tsinan, Japanese-held capital of 
Shantung province, carrying their 
new offensive to the very base of 
Japanese operations 6n the. central 
front. 
With the rout of Japanese forces 
at Taierchwang, on the Grand Canal 
northeast of Suchow, Chinese said 
Japanese supply lines in the Lung- 
hai corridor had been cut. 

Two thousand Chinese soldiers 
who posed as destitute coolies to fil- 
ter through Japanese lines struck 
from behind. Inside walled Tsinan, 
Shantung Province capital, the dis- 
guised Battalion attacked Japanese 
defenders who fought to stem Chi- 
hese columns storming its gates 
from the outside.

FIVE SAVED FROM SHIP 
TORN APART BY EXPLOSION 


Two Vessels Stand by the Mount 
Kyliene Off Azores; to Attempt 
Further Rescues.

NEW YORK, April 9. — Mackay 
Radio tonight reported the rescue 
of five members of the crew of 
the Greek steamer Mount Kyllene, 
torn apart in an explosion in the 
Atlantic several hundred miles 
north of the Azores.

He said he formed his opin- 
ion on the company’s preference 
“because of the experience of 
unions at other plants.” 

On cross-examination he said his 
reference was to the Brown Shoe 
Co. plant at nearby Moberly, which 
closed down after the Boot and 
Shoe Union, an A. F. of L. affiliate, 
had gained a foothold there. He 
told Alan F. Perl, NLR B attorney, 
that he felt the same thing might 
happen in Hannibal. 

Talk of Plant’s Closing. 

Orton testified that last summer 
when the brotherhood was organiz- 
ing there was “general talk that if 
the Boot & Shoe came in here the 
factory would close down.” He said 
it was “common knowledge” that 
the company preferred a local 
union. 

Orton was the ninth witness for 
the brotherhood, which hag been 
putting on its defense for séven 
days. The hearing has already 
lasted 23 days. 

Indications that it would be 
speeded up were given yesterday 
when. Trial iner David F. 
Smith warned attorneys for the 
brotherhood that they must accel- 
erate their questioning and abstain 
from irrelevancies. He referred 
especially to a long list of prepared 
questions which the lawyers have 
asked each of their witnesses. The 
questions all ask whether or not 
the company had any hand in a 
multifarious number of details con- 
nected. with the brotherhood and 
the answer to all of them has been 
“no,” 

Says “Noes” Mean Nothing. 

“Those questions don’t mean a 
thing,” Smith remarked. “If an- 
swered ‘yes’ to anyone of them 
you'd probably fall out of your 
chairs.” He indicated that the at- 
torneys should ask the witnesses 
about any incidents they knew of 
and then close with a broad gen- 
eral question as to the company’s 
domination. 

Evidence of a sizable drop in 
Brotherhood membership was 
garnered from Roy Farmer, treas- 
urer of the largest of the three lo- 
cals, He testified that at the pres- 


largest of the locals and his. fig- 
ures indicated that the total paid-up 
membership of the Brotherhood, 
which once claimed 2100 members, 
is now about 500.

Contrary to general belief, there 
was only $30,800 of the Sheldon se- 
curities in the control account;

Whitney special loan account.” In 
the aptly named “Richard Whitney 
Liberty Loan account,” were se- 
curities belonging to his stepson, 
Samuel Stevens Sands, a grandson 
of Mrs. W. K. Vanderbilt Sr. The 
value was $388,260. Whitney in a 


| public statement before Judge Bo- 


han two weeks ago, volunteered the 
information that he had unlawful- 
ly converted his stepson’s assets. 

By setting up these various ac- 
counts, Whitney, according to the 
auditor’s report, was able to repre- 
sent as assets what were actually 
liabilities of his firm and himself; 
and used this false statement of 
his affairs to deceive not only his 
brother, George Whitney, a Morgan 
partner, but also two banks from 
which he obtained credit in 1937. 

A tant’s Conclusions. 

Gutreich drew the following con- 

clusions: 

When the co-partnership of 
Richard Whitney & Co. took its 
latest form on June 30, 1931, Rich- 
ard Whitney was credited on the 
books with a cash capital invest- 
ment of $250,000. His actual con- 
tributions were debits amounting 
to $1,637,982. 

Between June 30, 1931,. and 
March, 1938, Whitney borrowed 
an aggregate of $15,462,000, of 
which $12,540,000 was repaid. The 
interest on these loans, either 
paid or still debited against him, 
amounted to $948,126. 

To elude income tax payments, 
Whitney transferred various ac- 
counts to his secretary, Grace A. 
Moynan, amounting to more than 
$250,000. : 

A book loss of $1,229,177 on 
stock of the Distilled Liquors 
Corporation, Whitney’s adventure 
in applejack, was one of the ma- 
terial causes of his firm's col- 


lapse. 
Other Investments, 

In addition, he sunk $415,239 in 
the Fiorida Humus Co., $148,676 
in the Florida Insecticide Co., 
and, $150,000 in the Hurricane 
Sales Co., engaged in marketing 
a patented dish-washing machine. 

Whitney paid no interest on 
$200,000 in cash belonging to the 
gratutity fund of the Stock Ex- 
change, which was in his hands 
for 10 months during 1937. He 
realized a commission of $2437 
from the sale of certain of the 
fund's securities. 

Between 1931 and 1938, Whitney 
withdrew from his firm à total 
of $1,621,135, though his propor- 
tion of the profits, under the part- 
nership agreement, would have 
been only $555,718. 

On the date of bankruptcy, 
March 7, 1988, Richard Whitney 
and his company had liabilities 
of $6,338,500, of which $4,241,000 
was in the form of unsecured 
loans.

TOO EARLY T0 DETERMINE 
FROST'S DAMAGE TO FRUIT 


Accurate Appraisal Is Possible Only 
After Several Warm, Sunny 
Days. 

Several days of warm, sunny 
weather must pass before damage 
to St. Louis County fruit crops in 


the freezing weather Friday night 
can be determined accurately, a 
Post-Dispatch reporter was told 
yesterday by Kirk L. Keller of 
Creve Coeur, president of the Mis- 
souri Horticultural Society. The 
same statement was made by John 
Mild, Oakville fruit grower, and 
Russell H. Lander, county farm 
agent. 

Keller declared there was con- 
siderable damage apparent and he 
was inclined to the view that the 
cherry crop and about half the ap- 
ple crop were ruined, but that the 
portion of the apple crop not yet in 
bloom was safe. Peach trees, he 
said, have reached the small fruit 
stage and the crop probably was 
not damaged where the tempera- 
ture did not fall below 30 degrees. 
Mild said he had not yet observed 
any damage to cherry trees. 

Whatever damage occurred, in 
Lander's opinion, would be confined 
to cherries and early-blooming ap- 
ples, although early apples likely 
were safe if they have not begun 
to.bud. He said peaches and plums, 
which have finished blooming, prob- 
ably were safe, but that a timited 
quantity of early strawberries, 


which have bloomed, may have been 
damaged

Canonization of 3 Saints to 
Make Easter Rites More 
Elaborate Than Usual,

ROME, April 9.—Holy week cere- 
monies, which always bring thou- 
sands of pilgrims to Rome, will 
open tomorrow with the tradition- 
al blessings of the palms. 

Pope Pius received today offer- 
ings of palms from two groups en- 
joying the time-honored privilege of 
supplying the Pontiff with branches 
for his own Palm Sunday observ- 
ance. They are the Brescia family 
of San Remo, designated as palm 
purveyors by Pope Sixtus V in the 
sixteenth century, and the Camal- 
dolese Nuns of Santa Prisca, who 

were accorded a similar honor by 
Leo XII early in the nineteenth 
century. 

The Holy week observances will 
culminate in gorgeous Easter cere- 
monies, more elaborate than usual 
this year because they will include 
the public canonization of three 
‘new saints. | 

At St. Peter’s and Rome’s vast 
number of other churches, the en- 
trance of Jesus into Jerusalem will 
be commemorated tomorrow with 
the processions of the palms. 

Pope Pius will participate in the 
solemn and austere ceremonies of 
Holy Thursday and Good Friday in 
the Sistine Chapel, and on Easter 
Saturday will see the Pascal can- 
dle lighted as the bells ring out the 
joy of the resurrection. 

The Pontiff will be borne into St. 
Peter’s to occupy the great throne 
there for the Easter mass and can- 
onization ceremonies, and after- 
wards will be carried to the balcony 
to give his Easter blessing to the 
multitude.

Frankie. Erne, then lightweight 
king. McGovern came in the ring 
weighing only 125 pounds, which 
was eight pounds under the then 
existing ‘ringside lightweight 
limit. of 133 pounds. : 

He knocked out the champion 
in the third round, But the title 
didn’t pass. It was stipulated in 
advance that Erne’s title would 
not be at stake! 

From September, 1899, to De- 
cember, 1900, McGovern actually 
knocked out the titleholders in 
three classes!

Vines, Here, Says Riggs 
and Mako Will Aid Budge 
in Retaining Davis Cup

The life of a tennis professional on tour is one big rush, it seemed, 
as Elisworth Vines drove into St. Louis late last evening, but he found 
time at the dinner table to relax a moment and confirm the deep-seated 
suspicion of everyone that the United States is going to retain the Davis 


Cup this year. 


Radio appearances, friends who 
dropped in dt the hotel, calls at 
the desk, this and that and’ every- 
thing filled the few short hours 
before he went to the Washington 
University Field House to play 
Fred Perry, the former British Da- 
vis Cup star, in the feature match 
which Perry won, two sets to one.

The fact is that liquor, like high- 
valtage electricity, is an extremely 
dangerous tool. It may destroy or 
benefit its user, according to the 
user's capacity for and method of 
handling it. 

Not all the bugaboos conjured up 
by prohibitionists to frighten timid 
souls into total abstinence need be 
taken seriously, For example, the 
effects of moderate amounts of 
liquor on liver and kidneys are oft- 
en exaggerated. Almost as many 
total abstainers as drinkers suffer 
from cirrhosis of the liver; and, 
since heavy and moderate imbibers 
are lumped together in these sta- 
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king are far more compli- 
cated. They differ incredibly with

Other experts n that re-

physical stamina: that the weak 
est-willed truck driver can drink 
the ~ strongest-minded professor 
under the table. But I know a 
number of intellectuals’ with rela- 
tively slight physiques who can 
spot the average husky three drinks 
and come out on the sober side. 

The important point is that there 
isn’t any general rule about re- 
sistance to liquor which is safe to 
depend on. Each person must 
study himself: his mind; his body; 
the different effects of different 
dosages of alcohol, of different bev- 
erages and mixtures; and the con- 
ditiofis. under which he is most 
likely to be much affected by even 
a single drink. He must learn to 
take precautions accordingly. 

There is one common effect of 
liquor which it is useful to under- 
stand, Alcohol removes inhibitions. 
That is why it is pleasant. Our 
“gray matter“ —the ‘parts of the 
mind which direct our animal func- 
tions intelligently—throw off nerve 
energy which continually checks 
and obstructs our “natural” im- 
pulses. This constant conflict in 
the brain is unpleasant. Alcohol 
releases the elementary impulses 
from control and so temporarily 
ends the cerebral struggle. This 
release is in itself pleasant; it af- 
fords relief and relaxation. 

As more liquor is consumed, the 
animal impulses become more and 
more active. Herein lies the great- 
est psychological danger of drink- 
ing—a danger which need not be

glass, you will begin piling up un- 
pleasantness and depression which 
will soon wipe out your pleasure. 
Moreover, the after-unpleasantness 
leads to a vicious circle of habitual 
drinking to get rid of it.

HERE seem to be two extraor- 
T ainary types of drinkers: the 

brain worker, who sometimes 
drinks heavily without serious derti- 
ment, and the abnormal or uncon- 
trolled drinker, who suffers enor- 
mously from heavy drinking. Both 
these types are using a destructive 
force in unsafe ways. The difference 
in results springs from an initial dif-

ference in mental and bodily equip- 
ment, The mind worker is able, 
in some instances, to give his ani- 
mal impulses a mental outlet which 
is relatively harmless; he stirs up 
his primitive feelings with much 
liquor and lets them ride him, suf- 
fering mainly physical harm from 
the reaction. 


But the uncontrolled drinker has 
no such organized avenue öf seif- 
expression. When he consumes a 
quantity of alcoho] he is likely to 
do anything— p through © plate- 
glass windows, pick fights, undress 
(often a feminine impulse), weep, 
and almost always talk loquacious- 
ly. His is no Dutch courage—that 
is a popular misconception. If 
liquor-inspired daring and domi- 
‘nance were false, artificial, it would 
be relatively harmless. But alcohol 
turns loose real derring-do, daunt- 
less animalism—look out for the 
individual who shows it. And peo- 
ple do look out for him; and soon 
he loses his job, his friends, his 
place in civilized society. There is 
only one course for him-—total ab- 
stinence. Psychologists who use 
the system originated by the late 
Richard Peabody of Boston will 
ease the mental conflicts from 
which he is trying to escape, teach 
him to live happily without liquor, 
and so enable him to readjust him- 
self to normal life, once he sincerely 
desires to stop drinking and re- 
habilitate himself. 


Liquor is no instrument of the 


devil to fear and run away from. 
Nor is it a cureell, a surcease of 
human woe to which one may flee 
for refuge. Liquor is a highly po- 
tent food substarice which has its 
uses and its dangers. Drink, if you 
drink at all, to secure a maximum 
of benefit and a minimum of harm 
from this strong and potentially 
dangerous diet. 

Drink for peace, relaxation, and 
emotional harmony—never for ani- 
malism or egotistical delusion. 
Drink slowly, moderately, with 
plenty. of food and cheerful society. 
Never drink to escape this world, 
because your life task is to meet 
reality and extract from it your 
birthright of happiness. If you use 
liquor and never let it use you, 
there is small danger of ill effects. 
You cannot live, love, laugh, and 
be happy while drunk; but care- 
fully controlled drink may serve 
as one instrument‘among many to 
establish a personality balance 
which will accomplish these uni- 


versal human purposes.

Well, of course, that’s an over- 
ly maternal view and yet it is 
amazing how many houses are 
built with no thought of the young 
occupants, even by people who 
build their own homes and know 
that special features should be pro- 
vided for the children. 

However, even a house that 
seems extremely unsuited to youth- 
ful occupants may be 80 rear- 
ranged as to provide adequate and 
comfortable quarters for them. Of 
course, most of us don't expect or 
feel the need of having such ele- 
gant suites as.the movie stars do 
for their children, with day and 
private dining

“In the New Deep Emotional Surge and 
Sweep of World, Puny Little Emotions 
Purveyed by Films No Longer Satisfy."

FTER a period of doubt on the 
part of the lusher variety of 
numskulls, the theater has this 
season proved conclusively that the 
threat of the movies, so awesomely 
spoken of, is approximately as om- 
inous as that of a small boy shak- 
ing his finger at the Fifth Field 
Artillery or a Bowery cop. It be- 
gins to look, rather, as if the the- 
ater may turn out to be a threat 
to the movies. For people are again 
flocking to it in such numbers as 
to make the box-offices sing, and 
standees are the order of the night 
at many houses, and the plays are 
getting livelier and better, and the 
trains and planes from Hollywood 
are crowded with film shadows 
hungry for a look at the real thing. 
All this, I appreciate, sounds 


pretty extravagant. But, if statis- 
tics mean anything, only the very 
devoted boy-friend of a Hollywood 
Brown Derby, waitress can disbe- 
lieve it. The renewed interest in 
the theater has got to the point 
where any observant person must 
agree that no one need further 
concern himself with the old bogey 
movie threat until such a time as 
the theater begins bidding the thou- 
sands upon thousands of dollars for 
the stage rights to screen successes 
that the movies currently bid for 
the screen rights to stage suc- 
cesses. 


The curious thing about the ren- 
gissance of the theater is the sud- 
den widespread interest demon- 
strated in the stage by persons who 
previously didn’t bother about it the 
one way or the other. Our novel- 
ists, who for years kept aloof from 
it, have overnight become so eager- 
ly conscious of it that they are 
foregoing novel writing for play- 
writing. Sinclair Lewis, the Nobel 
Prize winner for literature, says 
that he is through with novels for 
at least a couple of years and that 
he is going to devote himself heart 
and soul to the theater. He has al- 
ready finished one play, is busy up- 
on another, and has outlined a 
third. Thornton Wilder has come 
into the theater with his first full- 
length play; John Steinbeck has 
turned dramatist, and Ernest Hem- 
ingway has followed t. Sher- 
wood Anderson has written a play 
and Theodore Dreiser is working 
on one. William Saroyan is enter- 
ing the lists, as Erskine Caldwell 
already has. And many others are 
hotfoot on the way. 

Even more significant is the rush 
of movie scenario writers to try 
their hands at play-writing; at 
whatever dangerous personal risk 
and financial loss to themselves. 
Not only are quondam playwrights 
who went to Hollywood galloping 
back to the theatrical scene, but 
dyed-in-the-wool film writers are 
running them a race for a proud 
hearing on Broadway. Sidney How- 
ard, Ben Hecht, Valentine Davies, 
Laurence Stallings, Irwin Shaw, Al- 
lan Scott, Clifford Odets, Francis 
Faragoh and other’ such former

return of theatrical interest and ex- 
citement?

1. Those audiences who had de- 
serted the theater for the movies 
have found that they can no longer 
get any satisfaction from the 
movies’ endless reduplication of 
themselves. They have also come 
gradually to realize that the much 
advertised “romance” and “glamor” 
of the movies is confined very 
largely to the outsides of the pic- 
ture palaces, what with their gaudy 
fronts, electrical displays, impos- 
ing doormen, gilded lobbies and the 
like, and that once you get inside 
and the show begins it is like vis- 
iting Buckingham Palace, sitting 
at table before a wealth of gold 
plate, and being served a cheese 
sandwich. 


2, In the new deep emotional 
surge and sweep of the world, the 
puny little emotions purveyed by 
the films no longer satisfy and only 
the profounder spiritual emotions 
of drama can meet the cravings of 
a psychically beset and grown seri- 
ous public. 

3. Even the lower forms of men- 
tality progress upward, however 
slightly, with time and experience. 
After years of film-going, even the 
movie mentality seeks something 
finer, better, and more exalted. 

4. The critics have driven trash 
quickly into the discard and have 
thus made theatergoing safer and 
more profitable for the public.

This charge to his fellow-delegates was no blind 
bowing before the ideal of democracy. Judge Crane, 
to be sure, thinks that our system of. representative 
government is the best. yet’ devised for the ruling 
of all the people, irrespective of class or condition. 
He looks back over a century and a half to find 
that the plan of the first Constitution framers in 
Philadelphia to bind rulers and ruled alike, to hold 
the governors as well as the governed within limits, 
has worked, in his words, “pretty well.” | 
But he recognizes the complaints that have arisen 
in many foreign countries and even in certain quar- 


harsh judgments which have been passed on our 
fundamental ideas in recent years. He hears the 
cry that our form of government is weak, effete and 
probably a failure, and he would meet it with a 
practical demonstration. He calls on the State con- 
stitutional convention of New York to show the world 
by its deliberations and achievements that our form 
of government does work! : 

This responsibility to prove that democracy works 
rests not on the New York constitutional convention 
alone. It is an obligation of the Congress of the 
United States, and every Senator and Representative 
has his full share of that obligation. The President 
and every member of the executive branch of the 
Government owns the same responsibility. Every 
state administration, every state Legislature, is 
under obligation to demonstrate continuously the 
workability of the American system. 

And it does not stop at the state capitols. Every 
county Gourt, every board of supervisors, every board 
of aldermen, every city commission, every school 
board is jointly responsible for proving to the 
world that .our democracy is not weak and ineffec- 
tive, that on the contrary it is strong and efficient 
and fully capable of meeting the problems a chang- 
ing order lifts up from day to day. 

Finally, of course, it comes down to the individual 
citizen himself, If he is thoughtful and concerned 
and broad-minded, democracy works well. If he is 
narrow and selfish and easily stampeded, it works 
badly. The chain is no stronger than its links, and 
the strength of the American democracy lies in the 
intelligence of its people. 

There are differences, and differences there should 
be. It is the greatness of the American system that 
under it men of varying views can live together and 
enjoy the common blessings of liberty and freedom. 
All this sounds elementary, and it is. But these are 
days which require a return to fundamentals. When 
dictators stamp out human rights across the seas 
on either hand, it is time for the men and women 
of the United States to renew their faith in self- 
government, learned in their school days. 

Democracy works. It has worked. It will go on 
working if we remain true to our heritage. Judge 
Crane addressed his appeal to 168 delegates at a 
State convention in Albany. It needs to echo in the 
ears of every American, from the highest in authority 
to the humblest.

Mrs. John Gasparotti of Moberly, one-time student 
at Washington University, resembled several million 
other Americans in thinking she had a book in her 
system, but she made herself different from most of 
the rest by writing it. 
Dodd, Mead & Co.-Redbook Prize for the best first 
novel of the year, Mrs. Gasparotti has been in New 
York City hobnobbing with Sinclair Lewis, Pearl 
Buck and other literary bigwigs.

Louisiana State University dedicated a number of 
new buildings. the other day, and the ceremonies 
drew many notables to Baton Rouge.

As a matter of fact, these old-age as- 
sistance payments or pensions, as they are 
sometimes called, have just about taken on 
the proportions of a national scandal, The 
whole thing has become just another plum 
tree full of little plums for little people 
too old to work but not too old to vote. 

The beneficiaries of this scandalous mis- 
use of ‘public funds are the chiselers who get 
on the rolls without right. The victims are 
the worthy old people who have to be satis- 
fied with inadequate pensions so that there 
will be enough for the politicians to hand 
around to the ineligibles.

They rejected the advice of, experi- 
ence and began this experiment with a plan 
of their own that was just about as bad as 
it could be. 

The law provided pensions of not te ex- 
ceed $30 a month for persons who had al- 
ready reached the age of 70 years and who 
were in need.

In February, about 2400 ineligibles were 
stricken from the rolls.

HE. dispatches continue to record the 

bitter death of republican Spain—weake 
ened by its sectionalism, its individualism

He really does admire Hor- 
ner’s administration, but he insists 
that Horner is not his opponent. He 
warns voters about identifying 
Scott Lucas with the Governor. 
They are not men of the same cali- 
ber, he insists. 

Rotund and pink-faced, with thin- 
ning gray hair, Igoe can wear kid 
gloves or boxing gloves. He has 
demonstrated that during this cam- 
paign as well as in the Legisla- 
ture. But he really prefers the box- 
ing gloves. 

In Springfield he was a hard- 
boiled, effective leader. He first 
went to the Legislature under Dem- 
ocratic Gov. Dunne, but performed 
most of his service under the Re- 
publican Len Small, ally of Chi- 
cago’s “Big Bill” Thompson, and 
the dry Republican Louis Emmer- 
aon. He fought both of them, es- 
pecially Small, tooth and nail. 

Often he had to resort to rough 
and tumble methods to make him- 
self heard in a chamber full of Re- 
publicans. The legislative corre- 
spondents like to recall the day his 
patience with a heckler from Rock 
Island—a man who affected a 
“crew” haircut—came to an end. 

“Sit down, you porcupine,” roared 
Igoe. The man never bothered him 
again. 

He Led Filibuster. 

Probably Igoe’s most spectacular 
accomplishment in Springfield was 
his leadership in 1923 of a filibuster 
which tied up the business of the 
House for six days as a protest 
against the measures being used 
by the majority leaders to put 
through Mayor Thompson’s legis- 
lation to double the bonding power 
of the City of Chicago. At that 
time the law set the bonding limit 
at 5 per cent of the city’s assessed 
real estate values. These values, in 
turn, were supposed to represent 
50 per cent of the real worth of 
properties. The Thompson bill in- 
creased this to 100 per cent. 

Igoe finally consented to the pas- 
sage of this measure on condition 
that the Thompson forces withdraw 
a bill that would permit the Chi- 
cago. schoo] building tax to be di- 
verted to other uses, 

Labor voters are supporting Igoe 


because he backed an eight-hour 
day law for women in 1919, and a 
bar on child labor in 1923. His 
greatest contribution to their cause, 
however, came in 1915 when he ef- 
fected the adoption of an anti-in- 
junction bill that put an end to the 
issuance of blanket orders against 
labor unions without notice, This 
had become a common practice 
with Chicago judges. Against his 
record must be set his failure to 
vote on a number of other im- 
portant labor bills. 


Some Other Reforms. 
In 1915, too, he championed the 


first law to give school teachers 
security of tenure as well as a - 
sion, He showed his inte 
honest civil service in 1918 when 
he led a losing fight against an 
amendment that.permitted the dis- 
charge of a civil servant without 
a prior hearing. ;

As a liberal, Igoe battled for 


Women’s Suffrage, the repeal of 
the eighteenth amendment and of 
the State dry law, reforms in the 


| 


handling of State funds, and en- 
gineered the adoption of the first 
Illinois emefgency relief measure. 

With the exception of the hard 
roads legislation, however, Igoe 
probably takes more pride in his 
fight for the Illinois link in the 
Lakes-to-the-Gulf waterway than in 
anything else that he did in Spring- 


field. And that probably was the. 


one time that he was on the same 
side as Mayor Thompson. 


To Chicago in 1893. 

Igoe was born near St. Paul, 
Minn., on April 16, 1885. His 
father, James F. Igoe, a telegraph 
operator, was killed when a fire 
swept through the plant of the 
Minneapolis Tribune four years 
later. Mrs. Igoe then became a 
telegraph operator, and in 1893— 
the World’s Fair year—she brought 
her children to Chicago. Igoe be- 
gan contributing to the support 
of the family at an early age, but 
he did manage to attend the Uni- 
versity of Chicago. He secured 
work as a Government stenogra- 
pher in Washington and went to 
the Georgetown law school. 

On his graduation, he returned 
to Chicago to.open a law office, 
but was soon active in politics. In 
1912 he was elected to the Legi 
lature for the first time from the 
Fifth district—located in Hyde 
Park, seat of the University of 
Chicago. 

Although the district was strong- 


ly Republican, he represented it 


with the exception of two terms 
when he made unsuccessful races 
for the office of State’s Attorney 
—until 1931. The Illinois system 
of’. minority representation, of 
co , helped to keep him in the 
Legislature. Under this, three rep- 
resentatives are elected from each 
district. If a party nominates 
three men, each candidate, of 
course, gets only one vote; if it 
nominates but one, he gets three 
votes for every ballot marked for 
him. In the Fifth district the Re- 
publicans usually named only two 
candidates, and the Democrats only 
Igoe, 
He Catches Eye of. Boss, 

Igoe’s ability did not escape the 
eye of Boss George Brennan, the 
real founder of the Chicago Demo- 
cratic machine, and he designated 
the legislator as his successor as 
party leader on his deathbed in 
1928. Igoe did become National 
Committeeman—a post now held 
by Boss Nash. 

The rising Anton Cermak, how- 
ever, did not bow gracefully to 
Brennan’s political last will and 
testament. Igoe, meanwhile, had 
been named a member of the South 
Park Board by the judges of the 
circuit court—a position without 
salary but commanding consider- 
able patronage. 

When Igoe made his bid for the 
governorship in 1932 against Bruce 
Campbell of Belleville and Judge 
Horner, Cermak turned his guns 
on him. He assailed Igoe because 
he drew $5000 a year as auditor of 
the South Park Board, and he also 
attacked him as a partner in the 
Federal Pipe Co., a concern that 
was getting its share of govern- 
mental contracts. The other part- 
ners, Cermak said, were the mem- 
bers of Igoe’s law firm. The May- 
or, whose career was cut short by 
a bullet intended for President 
Roosevelt, also became politically 
indignant because this law firm had 


been retained by the Sheriff of 


Cook County. 
Defended George Remus, 


Generally speaking, however, 
Igoe’s law practice has not been 
criticised by his opponents. He did 
defend George Remus, the bootleg- 
ger whose ‘illicit exploits included 
the emptying of the Jack Daniel 
distillery in St. Louis, in a liquor 
case in Cincinnati. 

“Remus, who had been a lawyer 
in Chicago before he became in- 
volved in bootlegging, asked me to 
come down to Cincinnati because 
he said he wanted one lawyer he 
could trust among the 10 who were 
defending him,” Igoe told this re- 
porter, “And I have never made 
any bones about the $200-a-day fee 
that I received in that case.“ 

Later when Remus was on trial 
in Cincinnati for the murder of 
his wife, Igoe was asked to appear 
ws a character witness in his be- 
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do that,” said Igoe. “I was told 
that they only wanted to question 
me about Remus’ reputation as a 


lawyer in the days when he was 


practicing in Chicago. Well, to be 

ed to the bar, a man is sup- 
posed to .convince the Supreme 
Court that he ig of good moral 
character. 
ted to the bar. So, with the un- 
derstanding that I was to be asked 
only about that phase of his ca- 
reer, I went down.” 

In Cincinnati, however, the pros- 
ecutor went farther and questioned 
Igoe about the fee he received from 
Remus. “He also asked me wheth- 
er I had received any gifts from 
the man,” Igoe told this reporwr, 


: “and I told him that I got a suit 


case. 
Second Phase of Career. 
Igoe began the second phase of 
his political career after he had 
been punished by the machine for 
his opposition to Horner in 1932. 


With Cermak out of the picture, he 


ran for Congressman-at-Large in 
1934 and won by the sufferance of 
the machine. He had served but 
a short time when Senator Lewis 
secured for him the post of United 
States District Attorney. Again no 
objection was made by the Kelly- 
Nash forces. No doubt, they re- 
membered that Igoe had cam- 
paigned for Kelly in the 1935 may- 
oral contest, asking “a vote of ap- 
preciation” for Cermak’s successor. 

Despite this and the fact that 
Kelly was president of the South 
Park Board while Igoe was a mem- 
ber, the two men are hardly on 
intimate terms. Kelly came to the 
Park Board from the “Whoopee 
Era” of the Sanitary District Com- 
mission and immediately began to 
embellish Chicago's lake front with 
parks and boulevards and such 
structures as the Soldier Field Sta- 
dium, the Adler Planetarium and 
the Shedd Aquarium. It has been 
said that the billg presented to the 
taxpayers for these improvements 
were high, but it must also be said 
that Igoe had the courage to dis- 
agree with Kelly on occasion. 

Igoe is no reformer, but he is a 
moderate liberal—a shrewd poli- 
tician with fairly high standards, 
He has been faithful to the inter- 
ests of Chicago without descending 
to sectionalism.. He hag been loyal 
to his friends, He is intelligent and 
able to care for himself. 

These qualities, together with a 
sonorous voice and a gift for bit- 
ing invective — he once described 
Mabel Walker Willebrandt as “a 
lady jackass” — will make him 
something more than a nonentity 
in the Senate where the Roosevelt 
faction is already dusting off a seat 
for him, 

In Washington he will follow the 
President — but not blindly, Igoe 
says. He is already following his 
example in Chicago, accepting votes 
wherever they are offered—even if 
by the Kelly-Nash machine. And 
considering that he carried 40 
“downstate” counties in 1932—-more 
than Horner did—it seems a safe 
bet that he will join his friend 
Lewis in the upper house in Wash- 
ington. But all bets are gambles.

His chief efforts were 
directed against the crowded slum, 
and, as a result, Mulberry Bend 
Park and the Jacob A. Riis Neigh- 
borhood Settlement now stand 
where the slum_ sprawled before, His 
labor for more parks for the poor 
has left a definite mark upon New 
York City, so that, more than 20 
years after his death, one of the 
most important park developments 
is named after him, The Red Cross 
stamps on Christmas mail might 
very well carry the portrait of 
Riis, for he suggested their use in 
the United States. And undoubted- 
ly the Boy Scouts honor him as one 
of the founders of their organiza- 
tion.

N his préface, the author of this 

study of American neutrality 

States that his purpose is to 
make an objective analysis of the 
main problems that confronted the 
Wilson administration during the 
three years preceding this country’s 
entry into the World, War, and that 
he has no “thesis to prove or any 
viewpoint to exploit.” Whether or 
not he has succeeded in maintain- 
ing an objective attitude is less im- 
portant than the fact that he has 
written the most ‘comprehensive 
history of the years 1914 to 1917 
thus far published, 


The sympathy of American lead- 
ers for the Allies’ cause, Prof. Tan- 
sill has found, led them to overlook 
British infringement of American 
neutrality rights, while at the same 
time holding the German Govern- 
ment to “strict accountability” for 
any infraction of our legal rights. 
Had Wilson closed American har- 
bers to belligerent merchant ships 
defensive armament, the 
British Government would have im- 
mediately removed all guns from 
their merchantmen, and Germany 
would no longer have sunk enemy 
passenger ships on sight.” The 
loss of American lives on British 
ships led to the strained relation- 
ship between the American and 
German Governments.

The 
next year—in 1933——he landed in the first 
10 of. American tennis, being ranked No. 
8, after he had won the national Clay Court 
title, 

In September of 1933 Beasley wanted 
to adopt his protege, pointing out that the 
boy lived with the Beasleys and was “treated 
as our son.” He thought it would be best 
if he had legal authority to guide Frank's 
career. But Mrs. Anna Pajowski_ objected 
and the proposal was abandoned. | 

Beasley was proud of his pupil—and real- 
ized, of course, that Franks progress wasn't 
at all harmful to his own prestige as a 
coach. That prestige was already consider- 
able. Ellsworth Vines, then national cham- 
pion, had been a pupil of his; so had those 
fine players, Wilmer Allison and Clifford 
Sutter. He had co-authored a book setting 
forth his system of instruction. He had 
originated a stroke known as the overhead 
drive. A good many people considered him 
the best tennis teacher in the country. But 
Beasley had a special interest in young 
Parker—in addition to the personal regard 
naturally resulting from their close associa- 
tion—as a player who had been developed 
by him from the beginning of the lad's ten- 
nis Career, 

Beasley's book, incidentally, was dedicat- 
ed: “To my wife Audrey who coaches the 
coach.” It contained this mention of his

protege: “Frank Parker, Junior Champion 
of the United States, possesses the most per- 
fect backhand of any player. From the 
standpoint of accuracy plus speed there is 
none that can compare with it. 

Frank, on his part, apparently was amen- 
able to his coach's guidance. An interviewer 
who approached him at a tournament in 
1935 had to get Beasley's approval before 


the young tennis star would talk with him. 


The interviewer wrote that “Frank. is pretty 
much in awe of his coach, who is also some- 
thing of a father to him.” Frank, then 19 
and a student at Lawrenceville, was said 
to be uninterested apparently in the girls 
who tried to lionize him at tournaments. 
For a change of entertainment from tennis 
playing he liked to drive an automobile. 
His national ranking that year was No. 7. 

In 1936, after winning the Longwood 
Bowl and the No. 1 place in the Western 
Association and the Middle States Associa- 
tion and losing to Donald Budge in the 
semifinal round of the national champion- 
ship, Parker was ranked No. 2 among 
American singles players, Budge getting the 
first position. 

The following winter—that of 1936-7— 
Frank was in Bermuda with the Beasley 
family; Beasley has been spending the 
winters lately as coach at the Bermuda Lawn 
Tennis Club. That winter, according to a 
recent disclosure, something occurred which 
must have caused a change in the attitude 
of Parker and Beasley toward each other. 
But the public heard nothing of it. Out- 
wardly things went on as before, Frank 
bent on wihning new tennis laurels, his 
teacher training and directing him. 


RANK began his 1937 campaign by win- 

ning the national indoor singles cham- 
pionship and pairing with Gregory 8. Man- 
gin to win the doubles. He was selected for 
the United States Davis Cup team. In 
competition with Japan, he defeated the 
Japanese singles champion, Jiro Yamagishi. 
After the United States team had beaten 
Australia and Germany, it found itself 
matched in the finals against England's 
netsters. If the United States triumphed in 


the match, the Davis Cup. would come to 
this country for the first time in 10 years. 

In the first singles matches, the redoubt- 
able Bunny Austin, the English team's No. 
1 man, defeated Parker, and Budge, No. 1 


for the United States, beat Charles Hare. 


There was nothing surprising in these re- 
sults. But there was surprise at the terrific 
battle which Hare gave Budge; it was not 
only surprising but disquieting to American 
supporters. Victory of Budge and Mako in 
the doubles did not dispel the uneasiness. 
The United States still needed another vic- 
tory to win the cup. If Hare could extend 
Budge apparently to the limit, what would 
“he do to the 21-year-old Parker, considered 
less formidable than Budge? And if Hare 
won that match, would Budge, who had 
borne the brunt of the grueling Davis Cup 
competition, be able to defeat Austin when 
under the additional strain of knowing that 
the match was the crucial one? 

A short time after Parker and Hare 
faced each other on the center court at 
Wimbledon it became apparent that the 
first question would be answered in such 
a way that there would be no place for 
the second.

They had become a little suspicious of 
the Lupo the Lamb characterization in 1931 
when he was arrested on suspicion of homi- 
cide but the bakery and grape extortion 
evidence was even more disturbing.

When the prison gates clanged shut be- 
hind him again Atlanta held within it one 
of the fiercest and most colorful characters 
ever to grace its confines. Lupo was a 
brother-in-law of the late Ciro Terranova, 
former king of the rich artichoke racket, but 
he had none of Terranova’s blandness and 
ability to swing with the tide. Implacable, 
unyielding, unregenerate, Lupo often ffight- 
ened some of his own confederates by the 
intensity of his anger and the lengths to 
which it drove him.

Officials 
sometimes referred to it as the Lupo-Morello 
gang, and William J. Flynn, chief of the 
Secret Service, described it as the “most 
desperate band of criminals in the world.” 


Giuseppe de Primo was caught 

passing counterfeit money and was 
sent to Sing Sing. He told his brother-in-law, 
Benedetto Madonia of Buffalo, to collect 
$10,000 from Lupo, Vito di Luca and Petto 
the Ox. A few days later Madonia’s body 
was found in a barrel in front of a tene- 
ment, He had been stabbed 18 times. His 
head was almost severed. The city’s famed 
chief of the Italian squad, Joseph Petro- 
sino, was assigned to the case and he ar- 
rested the Wolf, Morello and six others. 
Although it was proved that a pawn, ticket 
for Madonia’s watch was found on Petto all 
of the defendants were acquitted. 

The inquiry served to throw the spotlight 
on the activities of the Mafia terrorisis, but 
did not curb their activities. On the loose 
again they spread fear once more among 
Italian shopkeepers in New York. Lieuten- 
ant Petrosino’s investigation into their mach- 
inations took him to Palermo, where their 
spies found him and shot him to death on 
March 14, 1909.

Terranova then thought 
up the dinner scheme, told the man to bring 
the contract to the dinner and arranged /o 
a fake hold-up.
